It  will  be  remembered  that  the  crowning  was  to  have  taken  place  some  time 
previously  and  that  every  arrangement  had  been  made  when  the  news  got  abroad 
that  His  Majesty,  who  had  ho[)ed  .igainst  hope  that  he  wouM  be  well  enough  to 
perform  his  great  and  illustrious  part,  was  altogether  too  ill,  and  tha>  the  glorious 
occasion  had  perforce  to  |)e  postponed,  but,  except  in  a  few  details,  nothing  was 
changed,  and  on  August  9,  1902,  King  Edward  VII  and  Alex.indra,  His  Queen, 
were  crowned  in  the  ancient  Abbey  by  the  two  Archbishops,  the  King  at  the 
haiids  of  the  aged  Dr  Temple,  Archliisliop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  Queen  by  Dr. 
Maclagan,  Archbishoj)  of  \'ork.  If  on  the  one  hand  the  Coronation  of  a  British 
Sovereign  makes  an  unrivalled  aiijieai  to  the  historical  consciousness  of  the  Empire 

The  Splendor  of  the  Pageant 

itself  makes  an  appeal  no  less  strong  to  its  artistic  sensibilities.  Such  a  scene,  in 
other  words,  demanded  to  lie  painted.  For  port.ayal  on  his  great  canvas,  17  feet 
by  II  feet,  the  artist  has  chosen  the  supreme  moment  of  the  day.  The  King 
clothed  in  those  robes  of  .State  to  which,  on  this  occasion,  so  much  significance 
.-ittaches,  wearing  on  his  right  hand  the  ruby  ring,  "the  ensign  of  Kingly  Dignity 
and  of  Defence  of  the  Catholic  Faith,"  and  holding  in  either  hand  the  Sceptre  with 
the  Cross  and  the  .Sceptre  with  the  Dove,  sits  in  the  Coronation  Chair — 

"King  Edward's  Chair" 

as  it  is  officially  called.  His  face  is  raised,  his  eyes  are  fixed  upon  the  aged  Arch- 
bishop, who  stands  before  him,  holding  up  the  Imperial  Crown,  and  just  about  to 
place  it  on  his  ^ead.  A  moment  before,  at  the  altar,  with  the  Crown  before  him, 
the  .\rchbishoj    .las  prayed  that  the  Almighty  would 

"Crown  the  King  With  All  Princely  Virtues" 

No  fewer  than  115  persons,  all  richly  robed,  are  portrayed  so  vividly  as  to  be 
easily  distinguishable  by  the  key  that  will  be  presented  to  every  visitor.  It  is  a 
painting  that,  once  seen,  will  never  be  forgotten  for  its  grandeur,  its  massiveness, 
its  truth  and  its  solemnity,  and  its  exhibition  at  Toronto  means  an  opportunity
